Reports Monday that South 
Africa was offering to barter 
gold for oh were firmly "de- 
nied Tuesday in Johannesburg 
by the South African Reserve 
but not before ibey 
helped fuel a gold-buying 
spree on European money 
markets. 

Jh London, ihe price of gold 
soared to a record of 5244-50 
an ounce Tuesday afternoon 
in the wake of the rumors 
about oil prices and the gold 
situation. 

Tfae rumors were fueld by 
the report that South Africa — 
‘he world's largest gold expor- 
f er — was hoping the hire of 
its bullion would tempt other 
countries to supply k with 
olL South Africa normally 
imports 90 per cent of its oil 
from Iran. 

They were also fudd by 
reports that the Soviet Union 
has decided against exporY.ng 
any gold this year. The So- 
viets axe the world's second 
leading producers of gold. 

The -previous high price of 
gold had been $243-65, op Oct. 
31,-4978,- during-^e-heiglit of;- 
the crisis in international mo- 
ney markets over the -decline 
of ihe dollar.

Supreme court upholds 
Bhutto death sentence 


more than a month in Iran 
with him before the Shah's de- 
parture from ihe country Jan.

In Washington the State De- 
partment said Tuesday that 
Zahedi is still Iran’s diplomatic 
representative in the United 
States but that it had “no rea- 
son. to doubt” press reports 
"ironi Tehran that he is being 
fifed by the new government.

Mir-Fendereski also announ- 
ced Tuesday Iran wiH leave 
the Central Treaty Organiza- 
tion (Cento), the West's semi- 
dormant southwest Asian de- 
fense treaty. 

He said pulling out of Cento 
would be discussed by Baktr 
tiar’s cabinet within a few days, 
the official Pans news agency 
reported. 

"The continuing presence of 
Iran in Cento is inexplicable 
in the context, of Iran’s new 
foreign policy," Mir-Fendereski 
was quoted as saying. 

Cento, formed 23 years ago, 
groups Iran, Turkey, Pakistan 
and Britain. The United Stales 
is noc a full member but takes 
part in Cento meetings. 

On Monday, Khomeini nam- 
ed Bazargan, a longtime foe of 
the Shah to form a transition 
government. He said it would 
noi’d elections tor a constituent 
assembly that would ratify a 
new constitution abolishing the 
2,50Oyear-old monarchy and 
making Iran an Islamic repub' 
lie. 

Bakhtin r told Radio Tehran 
Tuesday he will have no ob- 
jection to the announcement of 
a temporary government if it 
is a shadow government or 
future government. "But if it 
comes to action, it’s a different 
Drang," tie said. . 

Bazargan said his govern- 
ment would be a “real" one, 
not a shadow cabinet. 

Bakhtiar told the lower 
house of parbameru Tuesday 
he would remain in office 
“even if aM the parliamentary 
deputies resign.”, and until he 
conducts toe next general elec- 
tion, despite demands by Kho- 
meini that he resign immedia* 
tely. 

“I 'have nothing to do with 
governments that exist in the 
imagination of people and are 
more of a joke,” Bakhtiar said 
of Khomeini’s designation of 
Bazargan as interim prime 
minister. “But if they start tak- 
ing action, I will respond ae* 
cordiflgjy." 

Khomeini said Tuesday 
failure to submit to the new 
government would be “trea- 
son." 

Khomeini who returned to 
Iran last week after 15 years 
in exile, said he did not think 
(he army would fry to prevent 
'Bazargan and tas government 
■from taking over, 

“H they do,” he continued, 
"The first punishment wiH 
come from God and secondly 
we win punish them according 
to Mamie law.” 


RAWALPINDI, Feb. 6 'Ag- 
encies) — The Pakistan Sup- 
reme Court, in a 4-3 spfii de- 
cision, Tuesday decided for- 
mer Premier Zulfikar Aii 
Binmo should hang for orde- 
ring a political assassination 

four years ago. 

The final decision on his 
execution may now rest with 
the country's military presi- 
dent, Geo, Zh Ul-Haq, but 
Bbuuo’s lawyer said be is ad 
appealing to him for demen- 
cy. 

Gen. Zia has said he would 
abide by the supreme ooun's 
verdict if it confirmed the 
death sentence imposed by the 
Ldm High Court last March. 

Defense counsel won an ini- 
tial seven-day stay of execu- 
tion. 

The 51 -year-old ex-premier 
heard details of the judgment 
from his wife, Iranian-born 
Nusnxt Bhutto, who broke 
Louse arrest to spend 30 mi- 
nutes with him in his cell at 
the district jail here. 

Bhutto was not in court 
when Chief Justice An war- 1.1- 
Haq made bis brief announce- 
ment of the majority decision 
Tuesday. 

There were no major dis- 
turbances reported after the 
announcement of the judg- 
ment, which had been prece- 
ded by strict security measures 
involving the arrest of hund- 
reds of Bbudo supporters. 

In his majority judgement, 
the chief justice said the ex- 
premier had used the former 
paramilitary Federal Security 
Force for a political vendetta 
and had abused his powers as 
premier during his five-and- 
a-haif-year rule. 

Four members of the Fede- 
ral Security Force a cc u sed 
with Bhutto also had their 
death sentence confirmed by 
the supreme court Tuesday. 

The judges split 5-2 to con- 
firm the sentence, on M’an 
Muhammad Abbas, operations 
director of the force, but were 
unanimous in rejecting appeals 
by three junior officers. 

The five were convicted in 
connection with an attack on 
Ahmad Raza Kami, a vocal 
critic of Bhutto, In 1974. Ka- 
auri escaped out his father was 
fatally wounded.

President Zia urged 
to spare Bhutto ’s life 


LONDON, Feb. 6 (Agen- 
cies) — The Amnesty Interna- 
tional human rights organiza- 
tion Tuesday appealed for 
mercy for former Pakistani 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto, whose death sentenced 
was confirmed by the high 
court in Rawalpindi. 

Amnesty, which opposes the 
death penalty on humanitarian 
grounds, asked President Zia- 
Uf-Haq to grant clemency to 
Bhutto. 

The London- based organiza- 
tion, which was awarded the 
1977 Nobel Peace Prize, pub- 
lished the text of-a telegram 
it sent to Geo. Zia last month 
expressing doubts about the 
way Bhutto was convicted on 
evidence based almost entirely 
on statements from alleged ac- 
complices and that the tense 
political atmosphere at the 
time of the trial brouht risk 
of miscarriage of justice. 

Amnesty Internationa], 
which attacked alleged human 
rights violations in Pakistan 
during Bhutto's premiership, 
also pleaded for mercy for 
the four alleged accomplices 
under sentence of death. 

British Prime Minister 
James Callaghan said Tuesday 
he had asked President Zia 
to spare the life of Bhutto. 

GiHaghan, asked in par- 
liament about the confirmation 
Tuesday of the death sentence 
on Bhutto, said: 

“1 believe the consequences 
of clemency — and Gen. Zia is 
a very wise man— will be more 
beneficial to his country than 
carrying out the strict applica- 
tion of the law.” 


Foreign Secretary David 
Owen later rejected a sugges- 
tion from Liberal Party lea- 
der David Steel to Tecall John 
Bushel!, the British ambassa- 
dor in Pakistan, for urgent 
consultations following (he 
rejection ot Bhutto's appeal 
against the death sentence. 

Dr. Owen said that he 
hoped President Zia would find 
a way io temper jusuce with 
mercy. 

In Ankara, Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulent Ecevii also 
called on President Zia to 
commute the death sentence 
and offered to let Bhutto live 
in exile in Turkey. 

In a telegram to the Pakis- 
tani president, the Social De- 
mocratic Turkish premier said 
he would guarantee that Bhut- 
to would not be allowed to 
engage in political activity, if 
he lived in Turkey. 

Meanwhile, the leader of 
the main Turkish opposition, 
the rightwing Justice Party. 
Suleyman Demird, also called 
for clemency for the former 
Pakistani premier. 

Dexnirel told the Turkish 
news agency Anka: "No na- 
tion ever gained anything by 
spilling the Wood of a politi- 
cian." 

As appeals were sent to 
Gen. Zia. a son of Bhutto 
said the family would not .ap- 
peal for clemency for his fa- 
ther. 

“As far as the family is 
concerned there will be no 
appeal for clemency. We wiH 
respect his wishes”.

Algeria's sole candidate as 
president to succeed the lata 
Houari fioumedienne, army 
CoL Benjedid Chadli, seeks toe 
endorsement of over eight mil 1 
lion Algerians in a national 
election. Wednesday. 

Chadli was elected secretary- 
general of Algeria’s only poli- 
tical party, the National libe- 
ration Front (NLF), last Wed- 
nesday, thus assuring him of 
the presidential nomination un- 
der new statutes approved ear- 
■lief. 

Mobile polling stations have 
set out to remote parts of the 
North African state to collect 
the votes of nomads in toe 
ejection. Ihe outcome of toe 
poll is expected to be announc- 
ed Friday. 

Chadli, who dropped his 
military tide under an Algerian, 
tradition when he became the 
presidential candidate, will be 
officially declared president on 
that day. 

He wfll thus bo installed as 


the successor to Boumedienne, 
who died on Dec. 27, within ■ 
the 45 days specified by the 
constitution. 

1 Chadli, a link-known veteran 
of the Algerian war against 
France, took over the functions 
;of defense minister from Bou- 
raedaenue when the president 
fell ill with a blood disease last 
aut umn. 

He remained a key Unk bet-

Cigarettes 
outlawed on 
royalorders 


JEDDAH, Feb. 6 — Royal 
orders have banned all tobac- 
co advertising in Saudi Ara- 
bia on pain of fine or im- 
prisonment, “AKIanah” news- 
paper reported Tuesday. 

The order imposes a fine 
of not km than SR 1,000 or 
jail terms of from one to- six 
months for conventional ad- 
vertising or any other cut-ce- 
ment to persons to smoke, the 
paper said 

The Ministry of Commence 
has been asked to teft oham - 
ban of commerce that mer- 
chants must remove from di - 
play all promotional material 
for tobacco smoking. Pave- 
ment sellers have been forbid- 
den to expose cigarettes or 
tobacco where they migbi con- 
stitute an eocouragment, par- 
ticularly cbidxen, to take up 
smoking, the paper said. 

The order was issued be- 
cause of “mounting evidence , 
tnat smoking >s detrimental to 1 
health.”

U.S. energy aide says 

Real oil prices could double by 1985

DHAHRAiN, Feb. 6— Oil 
prices could, reach $25 per 
barrel by 1985 in terms of 
1979 dollars, according to Dr. 
Terence O'Rourke, counsel 
to the administrator of the 
Economic Regulatory Admin- 
istration of the United States 
Department of Energy.

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OPEC aid

NEW YORK — 
What happens to some of 
the estimated SI 39 biHion a 
year the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
takes in payments for their oil? 
About $6 billion of it goes out 
each year as aid for the world's 
developing countries. 


estimates the 1978 aid total was 
"very much the same" as that 
for 1977, and adds aid “is like- 
ly to decrease" through 1981. 


Here are some questions and 
answers on OPEC's aid to de~ 
veSoping countries, who gets the 
money and what its uses are: 


Q. How much is OPEC’s for- 
eign aid bdM? 

A. The Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Deve- 
lopment (OECD), a Parisiased 
association of the world’s ma- 
jor industrial nations, estimates 
OPEC aid totaled S5.74 bfllion 
in 1977, the most recent year 
for which statistics are avail- 
able. In 1976. OPEC aid 
was valued at $5.59 billion . By 
contrast. President Jimmy Car- 
ter's budget for Ihe fiscal year 
that ended Sept. 30 called for 
UJS. foreign aid totaling S5.4 
■bfflion to help "poor people in 
the poorest countries.” 


Simmons, in an interview 
and in a report in the econo- 
mics magazine “ChaWenge," 
says, “A great deal of the aid 
is motivated by purely politi- 
cal reasons.” Nearly three- 
quarters of the aid between 
1973 and 1977 went to poor 
Arab countries, with 90 per 
cent of that going to Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan. Asian na- 
tions. largely India, Pakistan 
and Bangladesh, received 19 
per cent of the aid. while 8 per 
cent went to non-Arab African 
countries. 


Q. Is OPEC aid growing? 

A. OPEC aid payments total- 
ed $357 mittiori dollars in 
1970. They began to soar after 
oil prices were quadrupled m 
1973, and in general reached a 
peak in 1975-1976, when 
the nations "accumulated 
a lot of money and' 
efidn't have the opportunity 
to spend it" at borne, says 
University of Nevada econo- 
mics professor Andre Summons. 
But the amcHHit of aid has be- 
gun lo slow as national deve- 
lopment plans ate into OPEC 
countries’ surpluses. Simmons 


In 1977, the OECD ranked 
the United Arab Emirates 
first among OPEC donors, with 
$2.26 biBion in payments, up 
fifcm $1.06 billion a year ear- 
lier. Saudi Arabia stood se- 
cond. at $2.37 bBHion, down 
from $2.41 bfttioa in 1976. 
Iran, where civil strife this win- 
ter has led to a virtual cessa- 
tion of oil production, had a 
foreign aid budget of $753 
mdlfion m 1976. In 1977, how- 
ewer, it gave out just $202 mil- 
lion. 


American aid often takes the 
form of food or machinery — 
or loans to buy food or ma- 
chinery. OPEC aid, says Sim- 
mons, “is money, usually dol- 
lars, and. not industrial goods, 
because the Arab donors, being 
themselves underdeveloped, do 
not have industries and cannot 
offer industrial goods.” The 
aid sometimes goes to alleviate 
bate ncexrf -payments problems 
brought on by oil imports. —

‘A poet and a revolutionary’ 


RAWALPINDI — 

Zuffikar Alj Bhutto, who 
Tuescby lost bis appeal against 
sentence of death, shaped the 
course of Pakistani politics for 
ten tartmleat years. 

Bat he aroused such varied 
and intense emotions that there 
are few things about him 
which Pakistanis can agree on. 

One cf the supreme oourt 
jndges considering his fate 
said: “whichever way we de- 
cide we axe bound to split the 
country." 

Broun has death cel\ in La- 
hore jail, Bhutto wrote his 
own epitaph: “A poet and a 
revolutionary — that is what 
I have been aU these years 
and that a how 1 shaU remain 
until the last breath is gpne 
from my body.” 

But to Pakistan's military 
riders, the former prime mi- 
nister was a corrupt megalo- 
maniac who would stop at 
nothing to Strengthen bis po- 
wer. 

Bhutto, a 51 -year- oid Wes- 
tern-educated lawyer, ruled 

Raloisitaa for five and a half 
yeans before he was over- 

thrown <in a military coup on 
July 5, 1977. 

Demonstrations by his fol- 
lowers farced the late Field 
Marshal Ayub Khan to stop 
down from the presidency io 
1969 and hand over power to 
army chief Gen. Yaihya Khan. 

After Pakistan lost the 1971 
war with India and its eastern 
wing seceded to become Bang- 
ladesh, Gen. Yahya abdicated 
in favor of Bhutto whose par- 
ty had won aimy-supervized 
elections in West Pakistan. 

As president until 1973 and 
then as premier, Bhutto res- 
tored national morale, in the 


shambles of mdicary defeat, 
wrote a new constitution and 
introduced socialist reforms. 

He nationalized major in- 
dustries and trimmed the eco- 
nomic power of what were 
known as Pakistan's “top 22” 
families, irqpoundkig the pass- 
ports of many of the wealthy. 

Fakhram's mili tary rulers 
hied to discredit Bhutto's 
years in power, accusing him 
of everything from rigging 
elections and undermining the 
judiciary to evading taxes oo 
his air conditioners. 

He was arrested 17 months 
ago on charges of ordering the 
assassination of a political op- 
ponent in 1974. Hie was tried 
and sentenced to death last 
March. 

To many, however, Bhutto 
was a source of inspiration. 
An urbane, landed aristocrat, 
he was (he first politician to 
speak, directly to peasants and 
factory workers, making them 
feel that through him they bad 
a voice in government. 

He could exert an enormous 
charm and brought to his offi- 
ce an abundant energy, often 
working at ins desk round the 
dock- “It was a point of pride 
“that I never went to bed be- 
fore clearing my desk,” • he 
said. 

He commanded the loyalty 
of many. But his critics say 
he bought loyalty with a tic- 
ket to rartiament or through 
bteckmau- 

Bbdftto kept files on the in- 
discretions of even his closest 
advisers. 

To some, he was overbear- 
ing and arrogant. — a man 
who would brook no compe- 
tition, real or imagined. Civil 
servants were briefed against 


wearing good suits or expen- 
sive shoes in ins presence in 
case the sartoriaBy-degant 
Bhutto resented tire oompefi-* 
tion. 

Few doubt, however, his po- 
wers as a politician and states- 
man. 

His achievement in ending 
the 1971 war with India .ad 
in arranging the repatriation 
of 90,000 prisoners to Pakis- 
tan was marred only by alle- 
gations that his own thirst for 
power contributed largely to 
the war breaking oat in the 
first place. 


He negotiated a new under- 
standing with India and main- 
tains be was on the verge of 
an agreement with Afghanis- 
tan that would have lifted a 
-threat to the North West Fron- 
tier 

Bhutto’s attitude towards ar- 
my chief, Gen. Muhammad 
Zia-TJU-Haq, who now holds 
the power of life and death 
over him, has been one of 
contempt and disdain. 

Gen. Zia, 54, Who appointed 
himself president last Septem- 
ber, has himself shown an in- 
tense dislike for Bhutto whom 
he once described as the worst 
kind of cheat and murderer. 

A Muslim purist, the gene- 
ral is dedicated to introduc- 
ing an Islamic fundamentalism 
that first .bad its roots 1,400 
years ago. One of his first acts 
in office was to introduce flog- 
ging as a legal punishment. 

He has said he wiB abide 
by the supreme court decision, 
if it orders Bhutto to hang. 

But he is known for being 
a Me to rationalize. He may be 
trwayed by pressure from 
abroad (R) 


The U.S., oil and Mexico 

weeks before President Cartel!

WASHINGTON — 

The possibility of Mexico be- 
coming a principal supplier of 
US. oil imports in toe 1980a is 
described in a major new Sena- 
te study as “an event carrying 
profound and lasting implica- 
tions for future American poli- 
cy” affecting the 3^00-km bor- 
der region. 

In a 131-page draft analysis of 
Mexico's oil outlook over the 
next decade, a research team for 
the joint economic and the for- 
eign. relations committees con- 
tend that a growth in U.S. oil 
and gas dependence likely 
would neutralize Washington’s 
traditional dominance of rela- 
tions with Mexico City. 

The Senate report, prepared 
over the last five months by the 
Library of Congress, maintains 
that concessions on trade, immi- 
gration and other matters likely 
would result in the event of 
U.S. reliance on Mexico for a 
large part of its oil and gas 
needs. 


“A decision by the US. to 
import significant amounts . . . 
would have a profound and 
lasting impact on the future of. 
U.S.-Mexican relations,*’ (he 
report concludes. “Mexican 
energy could neutralize, to a 


large degree, the overwhelming 
U-S. dominance and Mexican 
dependency — characteristics 
of (he present economic and po- 
litical relationship.” 

Although the new congressio- 
nal study notes the price Wash- 
ington likely would have to pay 
through changes in its approa- 
ch to border issues, the docu- 
ment says the prospect for Me- 
xico’s oil and gas industry is 
good, including exports to this 
country. The overall benefits 
of oil sales for both nations is 
implied, but the document care- 
fully avoids drawing con- 
clus : ons. 

The report was prepared at 
the request of Sens. Frank 
Church and Edward Kennedy. 

Church is chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee and 
Kennedy beads the joint econo- 
mk energy subcommittee. 

The report is considered sig- 
nificant since it is the first detail- 
ed public analysis by the U.S. go 
veroment of the Mexican oil 
picture, and its effect on future 
U.S. policy. The report is also 
Congress' most exhaustive exa- 
mination of Mexico’s possible 
role as a major tA 1 *orter. 

The study — researched by 
energy analyst Gary Cagtiano 
and a staff of five political and 
oil expats — was finished three

The politics of Zanzibar

ZANZIBAR — 

It is only 30 kilometers from 
tile coast of East Africa to Has 
islan d of cloves and intrigue; 
but there is an aura of splendid 
isolation here, a feeling of be- 
ing; cut off from the rest of 
civilization. 

That sense of separateoc~s 
ca n lend an almost inexplicable 
freedom and openness to what 
might elsewhere be a routine 
encounter. So i* seemed one 
evening recently when a group 
gathered on the patio be- 
hind the residence of the Ame- 
rican consul, some 30 meters 
above the Indian Ocean shore 
— Zanzibari' government offi- 
cials, a Dutch couple working 
on an aid project, the Indian 
consul general, a Danish school- 
teacher and his wife, the Soviet 
vice consul, Americans visiting 
from Dar es Salaam and 
Washington, ..and Zanzibari in- 
tellectuals in private life. 

The discussion ranged widely: 
United States policy in southern 
Africa, Third World politics, 
models of 1 development, and 
the tragic yet comic-opera war 
between Uganda and Tanza- 
nia. Some even dared to spe- 
culate whether the 15-year-old 
union between Zanzibar and the 
former German colony and Bri- 
tish protectorate once known 
as Tanganyika, would last in- 
definitely (a taboo subject on 
the Tanzanian mainland, but 
<me still frequently raised on 
Zanzibar and its sister island of 
Pemba). 

Off to one side, the Russian 
official and an American via- 
tor had it out on the question 
of whether Soviet policy in the 
Horn, of Africa had been cyni- 
cal, whether Moscow was ac- 
tually to blame for the deaths 
of many Somalis and Ethio- 
pians during the fighting in the 
Ogaden. Their bemused audi- 
ence was a cluster of young, 
reporters and newscasters from 
Zanzibar’s television station. 


CThe system beams programs 
into an estimated 6,000 TV 
sets for two and a half hours 
a day, whenever the island's 
electricity is functioning.) 
Many on the television staff’ had 
received some American train- 
ing, either on visits to the Sta- 
tes or from traveling advisers, 
and their sympathies in the ar- 
gument were dear. Eventually 
the Russian stomped off, em- 
barrassed but defiant, mutter- 
i 2 g that he could have held 
his own better in Swahili (the 
cross-cultural African language 
whose purest form is spoken 
on Zanzibar). The next 
the American vice consul apolo- 
gized for any indiscretion com- 
mitted by his compatriot, and 
an otherwise fine relationship 
. resumed. . 

But not for long, because 
in a few months the U-S. 

State Department will close the 
American Consulate on Zan- 
zibar, doing its part in the 
darter administration's much- 
touted efforts to reduce govwu- 
ment spending. State wiH 

boast an estimated annual sav- 
ing . of $217,750 on 
(although toe dosing wiH cost 
almost $100,000 in severance 
pay and restoration of proper- 
ty). When 12 more consulates 
and consuteies-general schedul- 
ed for dcwwg--4nclnding those 
hi Salzburg, Nice, Mandalay, 
and Tangier — are added .■ in, 
tiie savings win supposedly be 
upward of- $2 million a year. 

According to the Stale De- 
partment budget -cutters (who 
themselves are rather expensive 
to maintain), Zanzibar has 
lost, its “political, strategic, 
and economic signfficance." 
and the American interest in 
the island can be handled ade- 
quately from the embassy in 
Dar es Salaam. 

. To be sure, times have 
changed greatly since 1837, 
when the United States estab- 
lished one of its first consu- 
lates Jn die world on Zanzibar, 
then a major center of the 
trade in spices, ivory and. 
slaves; since Dr. David Li- 


vingstone and Sir Henry Mor- 
ton Stanley outfitted their 
expeditions there; and since Y? 
toe British-protected Arab * ‘ 
sultanate lived in splendor and 
ruled the island’s African and' 
Asian population with an iron 
hand. 

In recent years, Zanzibar 
has admittedly been a quirt 
American post: Local politics'' 
have stabilized sribstantiaHy ' 
since A herd Ajnani Karume's 
bloody revolution of 1964 and 
his own assassination in 1972. 


The clove crop fluctuaces- 
substaotiaUy (it is weak this 
year because of weather), but „ 
• tLit is not the stuff of exciting 
diplomatic cables. Tourism is * 
down, and xenophobia is op. 
(Zanzibaris these days are 
even demanding health cards 
from mainland Tanzanians, 
who they fear are bringin g 
cholera to the island.) —

Carter affirms U.S. 
backs Thai freedom 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 6 
(AP) — President Carter wel- 
comed Thailand's Prime Minis- 
ter Kriangsa-k Ohomanan to 
the White House Tuesday and 
said the United States is “in- 
tensely interested and deeply 
committed” to die preservation 
of Thailand's ’ freedom and in- 
dependence. 

Garter reaffirmed American 
security links to Thailand, 
which has been reinforcing its 
mil itary in the aftermath of the 
Vietnamese -fed conquest of 
Thailand’s eastern neighbor.

Fighting flares in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Feb. 6 (AP) — 
One Lebanese was killed and 
six others wounded in renewed 
clashes between rightist raifitia- 
meo and Syrian troops of the 
Arab League Deterrent Force 
(ADF) in Beinit Tuesday, right- 
ist spokesmen repotted. i 
The rightist “Voice of Leba- 
non’’ radio station operated by 
tbe Phalangist Party claimed 
Syrian soldiers of the ADF 
“opened fire at noon Tuesday 
from their positions in the 
western sector of Beinit at 
innocent civilians in the eastern 
sector killing one and wound- 


ing six others.” 

A spokesman for the ultra 
rightist National Liberal Party 
of former President Camille 
Chamoun accused the Syrians 
of idling Beirut's Christian 
sector with “artillery, mortars 
and machineguns.” 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 
(AP) — Thousands of price- 
squeezed U.S. farmers were 
denied their weapon of protest 
Tuesday by police who penned 
their tractors behind a phalanx 
of cruisers, buses, garbage 
trucks, cranes and wreckers. 

The police and the farmers 
accused each other of breaking 
faith in a demonstration that 
started on a far meaner tone 
than last year's four months ol 
high-spirited lobbying, which 
paid off in sympathetic legisla- 
tion! from an election-year 
Congress. 

Police arrested at least 19 
farmers and impound- 
ed at least 17 vehicles, many 
of which had been abandoned 
in key intersections. 

Several police cruisers were 

r ammed , a«nd tires slashed and 
windows broken on others. One 
officer was injured when a 
tractor was driven over his 
foot, and police chief Burtell 
Jefferson, who called out his 
entire force, was personally in- 
volved in a shoving match. 

Tear gas was fired at one 
driver who. allegedly resisted 
arrest after blocking Indepen- 
dence Avenue near tbe Agricul- 
ture Department. Another 
tractor driver was clubbed and 
dragged to a paddy wagon. 
Officers said he had brandish- 
ed a baseball bat at them. In 
another episode, a vehicle was 
set ablaze near she department. 


Jefferson said at least six 
policemen were injured. 

The indications are that this 
time the farmers would find 
stiff resistance in the govern- 
ment. 

While President Carter sym- 
pathized with the farmers' cost- 
price squeeze in a speech, his 
chief inflation fighter, Alfred 
Kahn, said the protest did not 
"bode weU” for food prices. 

In Congress, Speaker Tho- 
mas P. O. Ndll said he would 
listen to the farmers pleas for 
government action to insine 
higher prices although “I 
thought we passed a pretty 
good bill last year." Rep. Peter 
Peyser (D., N.Y.) accused the 
fanners pt wasting 600.000 
gallons of fuel. 


Thousands of commuters — 
including a few cabinet mem- 
bers — were hours late gening 
to work because of the creep- 
ing “traetorcades” which, with 
lights glowing and CB radios 
crackling, stopped traffic -more 
effectively than, any Vietnam 
protest a decade ago. 

U.S. Agriculture Secretary 
Bob Borgia nd charged that 
some of the protesters were 
■ driven by just old- fashioned 
greed.’' .
